Old Grerk Paintrrs. 


The method* of these ancient days 


were totally different from those of the 
present day aud were evidently vastly 
more durable Panels of wood were u>cti 
to paint on. sycamore, and Cypress, also 
panels of pnpiet in ache, and occasional- 
ly they were formed by gluing three 
thicknesses of canvas together. Thes-j 
panels were usually about 11 inches long 
by 7 inches wide. The artist used lionkl 
wax instead ut oil to mix the colors, 
which were nririe, not from vegetable, 
but, fioni miner.i! substiuux"i, aud were 
of marvelous brilliancy and permanence
